NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Insurance  of  Commodities  in  the  United  Kingdom. — The 

rate  of  premium  payable  under  policies  of  insurance  issued 
under  the  Commodity  Insurance  Scheme  is  to  remain  at  seven 
shilhngs  and  sixpence  per  cent,  per  month  for  the  period 
March  3  to  June  2. 

Eire  Open  General  Licence  Amended. — As  from  March  i, 
the  open  general  licence  for  the  importation  of  certain  goods 
from  Eire  was  withdrawn.  Individual  import  licences  are 
now  necessary  for  certain  goods,  including  those  specified  in 
the  First  Schedule  to  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscel- 
laneous) (No.  5)  Order,  1940.  Applications  for  licences  should 
be  made  to  the  Import  Licensing  Department,  Board  of  Trade, 
Millbank,  London,  S.W.i. 

Exemption  from  Key  Industry  Duty. — The  Treasury  have 
made  an  Order  under  Section  10  (5)  of  the  Finance  Act,  1926, 
as  amended  by  Section  2  (i)  of  the  Import  Duties  (Emergency 
Provisions)  Act,  1939,  exempting  benzoyl  chloride  from  Key 
Industry  duty  from  February  26,  1941,  until  June  30,  1941. 
Copies  of  the  Treasury  Order,  which  is  entitled  "The  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  (Exemption)  No.  i  Order,  1941,"  may 
be  obtained  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office. 

Milk  Powder  Prices. — The  Ministry  of  Food  announces 
that  from  March  i,  the  price  of  milk  powder  will  be  fixed  by 
the  Milk  Powder  (Prescribed  Prices)  Order.  Traders  will  buy 
from  the  Ministry  through  the  medium  of  an  association  of 
primary  distributors,  who  will  function  as  agents  of  the 
Ministry  at  a  fixed  rate  of  remuneration  and  will  sell  at  the 
prescribed  prices.  The  new  Order  does  not  apply  to  powders 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  calf  gruel  and  chicken  feed. 

Import  Licensing. — In  Notice  to  Importers  No.  ii8  the 
Board  of  Trade  announce  that,  following  the  addition  of  the 
Belgian  Congo  and  Ruanda-Urundi  to  the  list  of  countries 
included  in  the  sterling  area,  an  open  general  licence  has  been 
issued  permitting  as  from  March  i  the  importation  without 
further  licence  of  a  list  of  goods  including  the  following  if 
consigned  from  the  Belgian  Congo  or  Ruanda-Urundi ; — 
Antimony  ores,  concentrates  and  residues ;  antimony,  crude 
and  semi-manufactured ;  beeswax ;  essential  oils,  natural  or 
synthetic,  including  terpeneless  oils,  and  mixtures  thereof ; 
shellac. 

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Centenary. — The  following  are 
details  of  the  programme,  briefly  outlined  in  the  C.  6-  D.

Headquarters. — The  Waldorf  Hotel,  Aldwych,  London, 
W.C.2,  has  been  announced  as  the  headquarters  of  the 
celebrations. 

Purchase  Tax  and  Government  Contracts. — The  following 
statement  is  issued  by  the  Customs  and  Excise  in  amplification 
of  paragraph  1 1  of  Notice  77  for  the  guidance  of  registered 
persons  and  others  concerned  : — Sales  of  chargeable  goods  to 
a  Government  department  must  be  charged  with  tax  except 
in  the  case  of  direct  sales  to  any  of  the  following  departments 
(referred  to  as  exempt  departments),  viz..  Admiralty,  Air 
Ministry,  General  Post  Office,  Ministry  of  Aircraft  Production, 
Ministry  of  Supply,  Ministry  of  Works  and  Buildings,  Sta- 
tionery Office  and  War  Office,  where  the  registered  seller  is 
able  to  show  that  the  goods  were  supplied  under  a  written 
contract  or  order  from  the  department  concerned,  containing 
a  clause  making  it  clear  that  the  price  of  the  goods  is  exclusive 
of  purchase  tax.  Where  exempt  departments  are  buying  tax 
free,  they  will  arrange  for  the  inclusion  in  the  tender  or  order 
of  a  clause  as  follows:  "The  price  quoted  shall  be  exclusive 
of  purchase  tax  in  respect  of  any  sale  resulting  from  the 
tender  (or  order).  If  any  claim  is  made  for  purchase  tax  in 
respect  of  the  sale  the  department  will  indemnify  the  con- 
tractor against  such  tax."  If  the  foregoing  conditions  are  not 
fulfilled  the  seller  will  be  accountable  to  the  revenue  for 
purchase  tax  on  the  transaction  and  should  charge  the  tax 
in  the  ordinary  way.  Only  exempt  departments  of  H.M. 
Government  in  the  United  Kingdom,  as  specified  above,  and 
their  authorised  local  officers  and  branch  establishments,  are 
in  a  position  to  conclude  contracts  or  orders  containing  the 
essential  clause.  It  follows  that  tax  is  chargeable  when 
chargeable  goods  are  sold  for  use  in  this  country  to  other 
Government  departments,  to  Dominion  and  allied  govern- 
ments and  to  local  authorities,  etc. 

Position  of  Sub-contractors. — It  will  be  noted  that  exemption 
from  tax  is  allowed  only  to  direct  sales  by  a  registered  firm  to 
an  exempt  department.  Exemption  does  not  apply  to  sub- 
contracts, and  sub-contractors  engaged  on  Government  work 
cannot  buy  or  sell  tax  free  on  that  account.  Such  a  sub- 
contractor, if  registered  and  selling  chargeable  goods,  must 
charge  tax  in  the  usual  way,  unless  the  main  contractor  is 
also  registered  and  is  purchasing  the  goods  as  stock  or  materials 
under  his  registered  number. 

Tenders  by  Unregistered  Firms. — The  exemption  applies 
only  to  sales  by  registered  firms  and  tax  cannot  be  remitted 
if  an  unregistered  firm  sells  to  a  Government  department. 
But  in  order  to  meet  the  case  of  unregistered  firms  who  buy 
goods  tax  paid  tendering  in  competition  with  registered 
firms,  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  contracting 
departments  when  inviting  tenders  will  ascertain  whether  or 
not  the  tenderer  is  registered.  If  he  is  not  registered  and  it 
appears  that  he  would  get  the  order  if  the  tax  paid  were  de- 
ducted from  the  price  quoted  the  departments  concerned  will 
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ascertain  from  him  the  amount  of  the  tax  and  when  comparing 
tenders  will  take  this  amount  into  account  in  order  to  put 
registered  and  unregistered  tenderers  on  an  equal  footing. 

Tax-free  Purchases  by  Government  Contractors. — It  should 
be  clearly  understood  that  the  fact  that  a  registered  firm  may 
be  a  Government  contractor,  selling  under  the  conditions  set 
out  above  in  no  way  alters  the  circumstances  in  which  the 
firm  may  buy  goods  tax  free.  As  explained  in  paragraph  8  of 
Notice  77  registered  firms  may  buy  tax  free  under  their 
registered  number  only  goods  which  are  bona-fide  intended  for 
use  as  manufacturers'  materials  or  wholesalers'  stock  and  this 
position  is  not  altered  by  the  fact  that  the  firm  concerned 
may  be  engaged  on  Government  work. 

In  the  Courts. — At  Church,  on  February  27,  Mr.  E.  Eccles, 
M.P.S.,  Oswaldtwistle,  was  "fined  40s.  for  an  unobscured 
light  in  a  window  in  the  rear  of  his  shop  in  Union  Road 
during  black-out  hours. 

South-east  London  Resolutions. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
South-eastern  Associations,  recently,  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  passed  :  (a)  "That  the  South-east  London  Chemists' 
Association  wishes  to  impress  strongly  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  the  urgent  need  to  retain  clauses  8,  9,  and 
10  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1933,  intact  and  unchanged";  [b] 
"That  the  South-east  London  Chemists'  Association  recom- 
mends its  members  to  discontinue  stocking  unprofitable 
proprietaries." 

Topical  Problems  Discussed  at  Bangor. — A  meeting  of  the 
Anglesey,  N.  Carnarvon  and  Colwyn  Bay  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  Bangor  recently, 
the  chairman  (Mr.  Gwilym  H.  Hughes)  presiding.  It  was 
unanimously  agreed  an  appeal  should  be  made  to  all  members 
and  students  to  give  generously  to  the  Society's  War  Aid 
Fund.  A  committee  composed  of  one  member  from  each  area 
was  appointed  to  consider  the  best  methods  of  presenting  the 
appeal.  The  secretary  reported  that  inquiries  had  shown  that 
few  pharmacists  in  the  area  were  taking  any  part  in  A.R.P. 
work.  The  reason  was  considered  not  to  be  apathy,  but  that 
chemists  had  been  misled  at  the  commencement  by  the 
Society's  ruling  that  the  pharmacist's  job  was  to  remain  in  the 
pharmacy.  Consequently,  most  of  the  posts  that  could  have 
been  filled  by  pharmacists  were  now  in  other  hands.  One 
chemist,  a  member  of  the  St.  John  organisation,  said  he  held 
the  keys  of  the  medical  stores  in  the  A.R.P.  post,  and  worked 
in  excellent  co-operation  with  the  medical  officers.  He  was 
certain  that,  apart  from  medical  officers,  no  one  but  a  pharma- 
cist was  capable  of  being  in  such  charge.  The  secretary  read 
the  Society's  circular  setting  out  the  ways  in  which  pharma- 
cists could  help  the  services,  and  he  was  instructed  to  write  to 
the  chief  A.R.P.  officer  for  the  area,  setting  out  these  sug- 
gestions, and  placing  the  services  of  the  members  at  the 
disposal  of  the  A.R.P.  authorities.  Discussion  took  place  on 
post-war  medical  services,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the 
following  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Society's  Council:  "That 
this  meeting  views  with  interest  and  concern  the  present 
deliberations  of  the  General  Medical  Council  in  the  matter 
of  post-war  medical  services,  and  draws  the  attention  of  the 
Society's  Council  to  the  importance  of  pharmacy  being  fully 
represented  on  any  working  committee  dealing  with  such 
m?itters,  so  that  the  claims  of  the  pharmacist  will  be  clearly 
understood  from  the  outset,  and  that  no  scheme  will  be 
formulated  that  does  not  give  pharmacy  its  rightful  place 
and  just  remuneration,  in  the  public  medical  services  of  the 
State." 

The  proposed  amendment  to  Sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  elicited  resentment,  and  it 
was  resolved  that  the  following  resolution  should  be  sent  to 
the  Council :  ' '  That  this  meeting  fully  endorses  the  sentiments 
expressed  in  the  letter  of  the  officers  of  the  Tees-side  Branch, 
dated  December  16,  1940,  and  urges  the  Council  of  the 
Society  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  ensure  the  continuance  and 
strict  observance  of  Sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  the  1933  Act." 

A  letter  from  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  sent  in 
reply  to  a  query  by  the  secretary,  on  the  question  of  obtaining 
increased  quota  supplies  in  reception  areas,  showed  that  no 
success  could  be  expected  from  the  Board  of  Trade  in  this 
direction,  and  pointed  out  that  it  would  be  grossly  unfair  for 
such  an  increase  to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  chemists  in  the 
bombed  areas.  This  point  of  view  was  fully  appreciated  by 
the  meeting  but  many  members  spoke  of  the  difficulty  of 
getting  sufficient  (if  any)  supplies  of  essential  goods  like  baby 
foods  and  feeding-bottle  teats  and  valves.

IRELAND  / 

Prison  Visitor.— Mr.  Horatio  Todd,  J. P.,  Ph.C,  Holywoo(i 
Road,  Belfast,  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  df 
Visitors  to  the  Belfast  Prison  by  the  Ulster  Minister  of  Hon]e 
Affairs.  Mr.  Todd  was  the  first  president  of  the  Pharmi- 
ceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  occupying  the  chair  for 
two  years. 

Shop  Hours  Act  Not  to  be  Enforced  at  Cork. — A  motion 
that  the  Shop  Hours  Act  which  was  passed  by  the  Dail 
Eireann  in  1938  should  be  enforced  on  and  from  April  i  was 
defeated  recently  by  the  Cork  Board  of  Health.  Under  the 
terms  of  the  Act,  local  endorsement  is  necessary  before  it  can 
be  put  into  operation. 

Fertiliser  Control,  Northern  Ireland. — The  Minister  of 
Supply  has  issued  an  Order,  the  Control  of  Fertilisers  (No.  8) 
Order,  1941,  prohibiting  the  treatment,  use  or  consumption  of 
muriate  of  potash  as  fertiliser,  or  its  delivery  except  under 
licence  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  or  by  authority  of  the 
Ministry  of  Supply.  A  Direction  issued  under  the  Order  by 
the  Ministry  of  Supply  states  that  authorised  or  registered 
persons  may,  until  further  notice,  deliver  in  (but  not  outside) 
Northern  Ireland  to  any  person,  any  fertiliser  having  the 
same  specification  as  any  potato  manure  sold  as  such  at  any 
time  during  the  six  months  ended  June  30,  1940.  The  Order 
and  Direction  came  into  force  on  February  26. 

Belfast  Pharmacists'  Dance. — The  Belfast  Ladies' 
Pharmacy  Social  Committee,  which  developed  out  of  the 
Ladies'  Conference  Committee,  organised  a  dance  held  recently 
in  aid  of  war  charities  and  the  Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund  at 
Balmoral  Golf  Club,  Belfast.  Nearly  400  guests  were  present, 
and  it  is  expected  that  a  substantial  amount  will  be  realised. 
Mrs.  W.  Martin  is  chairman  of  the  Committee,  of  which  other 
members  are  the  Mesdames  McGregor  (secretary),  Norman 
Hogg  (treasurer),  Fred  Storey,  James  McDowell,  Abernethy, 
O'Flynn,  and  England,  and  the  Misses  Berry,  McSorley,  and 
Crawford.  Prize-winners  in  competitive  dances  were  Miss  K. 
Watson  and  Mr.  Morrow;  Miss  B.  Anderson  and  Mr.  T. 
Christie ;  and  Miss  G.  Baird  and  Mr.  R.  Craig.  Messrs.  Fred 
Storey  and  J.  McClenahan  shared  the  duties  of  M.C. 

Irish  Drug  Association. — Mr.  P.  F.  McGrath  (president) 
was  in  the  chair  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  on  February  17.  Members  expressed  deep 
regret  at  the  death  of  Mr.  E.  T.  Ryan,  and  a  vote  of  sympathy 
was  passed  with  the  relatives  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  McGrath, 
seconded  by  Mr.  F.  X.  Meagher.  A  memorandum  from  the 
wholesale  section  regarding  an  interview  with  officials  of  the 
Department  of  Supplies,  which  had  suggested  that  the  public 
might  be  requested  to  make  increased  purchases  of  essential 
preparations,  was  dealt  with,  and  it  was  decided  not  to  take 
any  further  action  until  the  Department  again  approached 
the  committee.  Notices  of  motion  deferred  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Committee  from  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  were  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to  circularise 
all  local  wholesalers,  manufacturers,  and  agents  asking  for 
co-operation  in  filling  all  future  executive  appointments 
(travellers,  and  similar  posts)  with  qualified  chemists.  The 
granting  and  renewal  of  licences  under  the  1908  Poisons  Act 
was  discussed,  and  it  was  agreed  to  consider  this  matter  further 
at  the  next  committee  meeting.  Distribution  of  "approved 
lines  "  for  re-sale  has  been  the  subject  of  an  interview  between 
the  committee  and  an  "approved"  manufacturer's  repre- 
sentative, and  it  was  decided  to  summon  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  with  local  representatives  of  all  approved  manu- 
facturers for  3  p.m.  on  Monday,  February  24.  The  possibility 
of  forming  a  subcommittee  to  deal  with  the  increased  work  of 
the  Association  was  deferred  for  further  consideration.

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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Summer-time. — Mr.  H.  Morrison  stated,  on  March  4, 
that  it  was  proposed  to  extend  summer-time  by  one  hour 
each  day  between  the  night  of  Saturday,  May  3,  and  the 
night  of  Saturday,  August  9. 

Many  Factories  to  be  Closed. — More  than  fifty  industries 
ire  affected  by  a  scheme  announced  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  on  March  4  for  the  closing  of  many  factories 
producing  goods  for  civil  consumption  in  order  to  concentrate 
ivailable  labour  and  other  resources  on  war  production.  Mr. 
Lyttelton  said  the  Government's  economic  policy  demands  the 
ievere  cutting  down  of  civil  consumption  and  the  release  of 
abour,  materials  and  factory  space  for  more  essential  purposes. 
Substantial  cuts  have  already  been  made,  and  these  may  well 
lave  to  be  extended.  In  particular  the  Government  are 
oncerned  with  the  group  of  industries  manufacturing 
;onsumer  goods  affected  by  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  Orders 
>r  by  the  rationing  of  raw  materials.  These  industries  provide 
he  main  sources  of  factory-trained  labour  for  munitions,  and 
heir  consumption  of  irnported  materials  must  be  kept  down 
o  the  minimum  required  to  meet  essential  needs. 

Purchase  Tax. — Sir  George  Broadbridge  asked  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  on  February  25,  whether  the 
ustoms  authorities  had  in  contemplation  any  change  in  the 
)resent  method  of  payment  of  purchase  tax  by  registered 
jersons ;  had  they  consulted  with  all  representative  trade 
rganisations  to  ascertain  their  views ;  and  would  he  give  an 
ndertaking  that  in  any  rearrangement  of  procedure  steps 
/ould  be  taken  to  ensure  that  registered  persons  were  not 
ailed  upon  to  finance  the  tax  ? 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  (Sir  Kingsley  Wood) : 
his  matter  is  under  consideration.  Various  representative 
rade  organisations  are  being  consulted,  in  order  to  ascertain 
tie  system  of  paying  the  tax  that  would  be  most  convenient. 
.  The  extent  to  which  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  can 
said  to  finance  the  tax  depends  on  the  credit  which  they 
How  their  customers.  This  is  entirely  a  matter  for  arrange- 
lent  between  the  parties  concerned. 

Mr.  T.  Smith  asked  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury 
hether  he  was  aware  that  NDK  dentalvis,  a  medicament 
)r  teeth  and  gum  troubles,  had  been  classed  by  the  Inland 
evenue  as  a  toilet  preparation,  and  whether  he  would  have 
lis  decision  reconsidered  ? 

The  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  (Captain 
rookshank) :  This  preparation  is  advertised  as  "used  as  an 
rdinary  dentifrice."  Toothpastes  are  toilet  preparations,  and 
re  in  law  chargeable  (whether  they  are  medicated  or  not) 
ith  tax  at  the  rate  of  33^^  per  cent,  ad  valorem.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


The  "C.  &  D."  Dispensing  Price  List. — January  7,  1922, 
hich  saw  the  first  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
etail  and  Dispensing  Price  List,  was  for  that  reason  a  red- 
tter  day  in  pharmacy.  The  List  gave  us  a  standard,  impartial 
id  authoritative  guide  beyond  anything  of  the  kind  previously 
iibUshed,  for  pricing  dispensing  and  counter  sales.  At  that 
riod  retail  chemists  had  hardly  recovered  from  the  incubus 
the  two  Profiteering  Acts,  with  their  irritating  prosecutions  : 
le  welcome  accorded  to  the  new  List  was  therefore  as  natural 
it  was  deserved.  Costing  on  a  scientific  basis  has  been  a 
liding  principle,  and  during  the  nineteen  years  of  its  life 
ve  List  has  fully  justified  the  hopes  it  aroused  at  the  outset. 

Cambridge  Collections. — We  owe  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck 
anks  for  his  comprehensive  paper  on  "Early  English 
ateria  Medica  Cabinets  in  Cambridge"  (p.  124),  and  inci- 
ntally  for  diverting,  our  thoughts  from  the  daily  dose  of 
lemy  activity  inevitably  served  up  by  Press  and  radio.  The 
ading  of  your  report  led  me  to  look  up  accounts  of  the  three 
imparable  collections  at  Oxford  (C.  &■  D.,  1937,  I,  747)  and 
^  the  mineral  specimens  assembled  by  Sir  Hans  Sloane 
-.  cS-D.,  1935,  II,  514).  At  the  Old  Ashfmolean  are  housed  the 
llections  of  Dyer  [c.  1700),  Pointer  (c.  1720)  and  Clutton 
729) ;  and  the  late  Dr.  R.  T.  Gunther,  in  his  lifetime  the 
iding  authority  in  this  field,  ranked  the  Clutton  collection 
the  oldest  of  the  kind  in  its  original  state  in  this  country, 
le  Cambridge  collections  are,  it  is  clear,  roughly  contem- 
)rary  with  and  more  extensive  than  those  of  Oxford ;  and 
might  be  worth  while  for  someone  in  search  of  a  thesis  for 
doctorate  to  describe  the  contents  of  all  six,  with  or  without 


the  Sloane  specimens,  more  fully  than  has  yet  been  done  and 
with  due  acknowledgment  to  predecessors.  The  cinchonas,, 
for  instance,  have  a  manifest  importance  as  early  specimens.. 
In  Sloane's  manuscript  catalogue  of  his  mineral  collection  he 
quotes  from  Andreas  Bertholdus  an  alleged  recovery  from  an 
overdose  of  mercuric  chloride,  with  terra  sigillata  silesiaca  as 
the  antidote.  The  man  selected  for  the  experiment,  a  criminal 
under  sentence  of  death,  was  said  to  have  been  given  half  a 
drachm  of  "Mercurius  sublimate"  mixed  with  conserve  of 
roses,  and  to  have  swallowed  immediately  afterwards  a 
drachm  of  the  much-vaunted  earth.  The  account  states  that 
the  man,  although  "extrearnly  tormented,"  recovered  and 
"was  deliver'd  to  his  Friends." 

Cosmetic  Formulas. — The  warning  given  by  Mr.  Skinner 
in  a  letter  (p.  135)  as  to  the  need  for  caution  in  launching 
cosmetics  made  to  emergency  formulas  is  timely.  Not  many 
years  ago  we  had  a  succession  of  dermatitis  cases  reported  in 
your  columns  as  owing  their  origin  to  hair  dyes  ;  and  a  parallel 
succession  may  follow  if  new  cosmetic  formulas  are  hastily 
and  widely  adopted.  There  is  a  temptation  to  assume  that 
once  a  presentable  result  is  achieved  by  the  manipulation  of 
new  ingredients,  everything  needful  has  been  done — "So,  off 
we  push.  .  .  .  On  we  sweep  with  a  cataract  ahead,"  as 
Browning  wrote  in  another  connexion.  The  end  is  not  easy^ 
to  foresee.  Once  it  becomes  known  that  Mr.  X  or  Mrs.  Y  has 
been  advised  by  a  medical  man  to  stop  using  a  local  (or,  as 
the  case  may  be,  a  more  widely  circulating)  skin  preparation, 
some  enterprising  person  may  stage  a  prosecution  against  the- 
vendor  with  an  even  chance  of  success.  Xrayser 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Prices  of  Goods  Act  Prosecution. — At  Portmadoc,  on 
February  28,  Edward  D.  Hughes,  M.P.S.,  Criccieth,  pleaded 
guilty  to  selling  for  6s.  i  id.  a  vacuum  flask,  the  regulated  price 
of  which  was  2s.  6d.  For  the  Board  of  Trade,  it  was  stated 
that  the  proper  price  had  been  crossed  off  the  printed  label 
and  the  new  one  inserted.  A  fine  of  ^5  was  imposed. 

Possession  of  Premises. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  London,  on  February  27,  John  C.  Strachan 
applied  for  a  motion  to  restrain  Shearex,  Ltd.,  Moorgate 
Station  Chambers,  London,  E.C.,  and  E.  G.  Brown  (repre- 
senting the  Minister  of  Aircraft  Production)  from  taking 
possession  of  plaintiff's  premises,  Bracknell  Garage,  Bracknell, 
Berks. 

Mr.  D.  N.  Pritt,  K.C.,  said  that  in  October  1940  plaintiff 
received  a  visit  from  Major  Jeffson,  manager  of  Shearex,  Ltd., 
who  said  the  company  wished  to  take  over  his  garage  as  they 
had  been  bombed  out  of  their  premises  in  London.  Mr. 
Strachan  did  not  wish  to  part  with  his  premises  but  was 
afterwards  served  with  a  notice  from  Mr.  Brown  requisitioning 
three-quarters  of  the  premises  and  possession  was  taken  in 
November.  Mr.  Strachan  contended  that  much  of  the  work 
carried  on  by  Shearex,  Ltd.,  on  the  premises  was  not  related 
to  war  production  ;  a  considerable  portion  of  it,  so  far  as  he 
could  discover,  was  being  devoted  to  the  manufacture  of 
lipstick-holders  for  export. 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell  said  so  far  as  he  could  see  this  was  not 
a  case  in  which  he  could  make  an  order  on  the  motion.  The 
action  must  proceed,  but  beyond  giving  facilities  for  the  trial 
he  could  not  do  anything  more.  Prima  facie,  the  fact  that  a 
competent  authority  has  made  an  order  is  conclusive  but  the 
plaintiff  may  be  entitled  to  relief.  There  was  no  order  on  the 
motion. 

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  was  held  at  73  University  Street, 
Belfast,  on  February  21.  Mr.  James  Glendinning  (president) 
was  in  the  chair ;  also  present  were  Messrs.  H.  F.  Moore  (vice- 
president),  J.  Trevor  Nicholl  (treasurer),  John  McGregor, 
James  McDowell,  W.  Martin,  James  Donaghy,  J.  W.  Gray, 
J. P.,  C.  Abernethy  and  Walter  C.  Tate.  Mr.  D.  L.  Kirk- 
patrick  (secretary)  was  in  attendance. 

At  the  outset,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  president,  the  Council 
stood  for  a  moment  in  silence  as  a  mark  of  sympathy  with 
Mr.  J.  E.  Connor,  J. P.,  on  the  death  of  his  brother,  Dr. 
S.  G.  Connor. 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee,  submitted  by 
The  Secretary,  stated  that  they  had  agreed  to  grant  the 
certificate  of  apprentice  to  the  following  students :  John  P. 
Fitzsimons,  The  Square,  Warrenpoint ;  Kathleen  Murphy, 
Killearney  P.O.,  Newry ;  John  F.  Dick,  53  Whiterock  Road, 
Belfast;  J.  G.  Hendron,  Derrykeiran,  Portadown  ;  James  V. 
Cunningham,  21  Vicinage  Park,  Belfast;  Desmond  M. 
McMullan,  Strangford,  and  John  F.  McAfee,  Main  Street, 
Fintona.  The  Committee  had  agreed  that  the  summer 
examinations  be  held  at  the  Municipal  College  of  Technology, 
Belfast,  during  the  week  beginning  June  23,  entries  to  be 
accepted  up  to  May  23  or  with  an  additional  fee  of  los.  6d. 
up  to  and  including  May  31.  The  report  was  adopted  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Gray,  seconded  by  Mr.  Donaghy. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  H.  J.  Macready,  B.Sc, 
A.M.I.E.E.,  principal  of  the  Municipal  Technical  School, 
Derry,  appealing  to  the  Council  for  a  grant  for  the  provision 
of  suitable  books  for  pharmaceutical  students  at  the  school. 
The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  had 
considered  the  application,  and  had  recommended  a  grant 
of  £10.  Mr.  S.  H.  Forrest  made  it  clear  that  he  was  not 
opposed  to  that  particular  grant,  but  said  that  on  principle 
he  felt  they  should  not  be  asked  to  finance  technical  school 
education.  The  recommendation  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  Council  unanimously  decided  to  make  a  donation  of 
/50  to  the  War  Aid  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain.  The  motion  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Nicholl, 
who  spoke  of  the  lamentable  circumstances  to  which  many  of 
their  brethren  in  the  cross-Channel  cities  were  reduced 


because  of  the  air  raids.  Such  a  grant,  he  thought,  would  bea, 
worthy  gesture  from  the  members  of  the  profession  In 
Northern  Ireland.  Mr.  Moore  seconded,  and  the  motion  was 
passed  unanimously.  The  President  remarking  that  nobofly 
could  object  to  a  donation  to  such  a  deserving  object  (hear, 
hear) .  1 

Mr.  Donaghy  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  British 
Society  would  not  accept  the  Queen's  University  B.Sc.  degree 
in  pharmaceutics  as  equivalent  to  theirs,  with  the  result  that 
Northern  Ireland  students  going  across  the  water  were  at  a 
considerable  disadvantage.  He  thought  the  secretary  should 
be  instructed  to  try  to  have  this  anomaly  removed.  The 
Council  agreed  to  this  course.

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An  '*  Offensive  Sweep  "  Needed 

At  the  present  time  chemists  are  faced  with  competition 
from  unqualified  traders  in  business  as  drug-store  proprietors, 
from  listed  sellers  in  respect  of  the  supply  of  "common  use" 
poisons,  and,  if  the  proposed  amendment  becomes  law,  from 
vendors  of  drugs  "sold  on  registered  premises  incidentally  to, 
and  as  a  subsidiary  part  of  a  business  of  a  different  class 
carried  on  by  the  authorised  seller  of  poisons"  (though  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  advocates  that  such  businesses  should 
not  be  registered) .  As  if  all  this  competition  were  not  sufficient, 
there  has  recently  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
|of  general  trader-s  supplying  goods  of  a  medicinal  character, 
ivvhile  unqualified  traders  who  hold  patent  medicine  licences 
are  likewise  extending  the  range  of  their  stocks.  In  view  of 
the  restriction  on  supplies  of  so  many  products,  this  expansion 
is  contradictory,  and  unfortunately  the  fault  lies  in  many 
instances  with  manufacturers  and  wholesale  suppliers,  who 
should  be  the  very  ones  to  ensure  that  demand  through  the 
drug  trade  is  satisfied  before  the  requirements  of  other  traders 
are  even  considered. 

The  matter  is  closely  linked — unrelated  though  they  may 
appear  at  first  sight — with  the  possible  repeal  of  the  medicine 
stamp  duties.  Both  are  concerned  with  the  question  whether 
there  is  to  be  unrestricted  trade,  by  any  shopkeeper,  in  medi- 
cines other  than  poisons.  Abolition  of  the  medicine  stamp 
duties  was  foreshadowed  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
when  debating  the  purchase  tax  in  1940,  and  the  latest 
available  information  on  discussions  between  the  proprietary 
medicine  manufacturers  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  is  to  the  effect  that  negotiations  between  them  have 
reached  a  deadlock.  If,  next  month,  the  Chancellor  takes 
measures  to  repeal  the  duties,  chemists  will  lose  a  privilege 
they  have  had  for  over  150  years.  Such  withdrawal  can  only 
be  agreed  to  by  chemists  if  there  is  a  quid  pro  quo.  Abolition 
)f  the  duties,  and  of  the  patent-medicine  licence,  would 
strengthen  the  case  for  action  against  the  vending  of  drugs 
n  general,  and  secret  remedies  in  particular,  by  unquahfied 
traders.  For  the  latter,  in  effect,  by  virtue  of  recommendation 
m  the  label  or  in  literature,  will  be  suggesting  that  they  possess 
I  qualification  which  they  have  not  got. 
In  this  connexion  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  Section  3 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  states  :  "It  shall  not 
ae  lawful  for  a  person  to  use  in  connexion  with  any  business 
^ny  .  .  .  description  reasonably  calculated  to  suggest  that 
.  .  .  possesses  any  qualification  with  respect  to  the  selling 
.  .  other  than  the  qualification  which  he  in  fact  possesses." 
Fhe  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  in  the  Hygienic  Stores 
;ase  also  has  a  distinct  bearing  on  the  matter.  The  Lord  Chief 
fustice  and  Lords  Justices  Branson  and  Porter  confirmed  that 


the  magistrate  in  the  lower  Court  had  not  misunderstood  any 
part  of  the  Statute.  Therefore,  upon  the  authority  of  the. 
Court,  the  Act  establishes  in  effect  (i)  that  a  business  com- 
prising the  retail  sale  of  drugs  is  that  of  selling  medicines, 
(2)  that  the  owner  of  such  business  must  conduct  the  same 
on  registered  premises,  and  (3)  that  the  sale  must  be  made 
under  the  personal  control  of  a  registered  pharmacist.  In 
consequence.  Part  I  (Pharmacy)  of  the  Act  upholds  the  rights 
of  persons  qualified  to  make  and  vend  medicines,' and  makes  it 
illegal  for  the  "owner  of  the  business"  to  trade  other  than 
as  a  qualified  vendor.  It  is  indefensible  that  a  person  with 
no  qualification  should  trade  in  this  manner.  The  liabilities 
imposed  by  the  Act  carry  out  the  prime  principle  of  drug 
control,  namely,  that  the  supplier  of  a  medicine  must  be  a 
responsible  person.  It  is  clear  that  pharmacists  are  in  a 
potentially  strong  position  which  is  in  danger  of  being  under- 
mined from  within.  The  chief  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  is  to  protect  the  interests  of  pharmacists,  but  many  of 
the  Society's  members,  possibly  a  majority,  consider  that  the 
Council  is  disregarding  their  wishes  by  non-enforcement  of 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  and  by  the  negotiations  for 
its  amendment.  Members  of  the  Council,  and  particularly 
those  who  are  seeking  re-election  this  year,  may  have  the 
opinions  of  their  fellow  pharmacists  brought  to  their  notice 
in  no  uncertain  manner,  for  a  vigorous  movement  is  afoot  to 
nominate  a  number  of  "non-appeasement"  candidates  at  the 
forthcoming  election. 

Sick-room  Earthenware  Restrictions 

Replying  to  a  question  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
February  5  (C.  D.,  February  15,  p.  98)  on  the  restriction 
under  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  imposed  on  earthenware 
nursing  requisites  to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent,  of  former 
supplies.  Major  Lloyd  George  stated  "  there  was  nothing  in 
the  Orders  to  prevent  supplies  to  the  full  extent  of  those 
made  in  the  standard  period  being  made  if  deliveries  of  other 
pottery  were  correspondingly  reduced."  It  is  rather  sur- 
prising to  find  the  authorities,  quite  incorrectly,  indicating  that 
the  limitation  of  supplies  is  imposed  on  the  manufacturer.; 
it  is,  as  the  trade  will  be  well  aware,  imposed  on  the  registered 
wholesale  distributor.  But  even  if  the  output  of  manufacturers 
of  pottery  were  limited  it  is  hardly  likely  they  would  cease  to 
produce,  say,  certain  types  of  decorative  or  domestic  crockery 
simply  to  satisfy  the  normal  demand  for  sick-room  goods. 
But,  as  we  point  out,  the  limitation  falls  on  the  registered 
wholesaler:  in  this  instance  the  druggists'  sundries  houses. 
Their  purchases  of  earthenware  in  the  past  have  been  confined 
to  sick-room  goods ;  they  have  not  handled  other  types  of 
pottery  supplies  of  which,  the  parliamentary  reply  suggests, 
might  be  cut  down  in  order  to  increase  the  supply  of  sick- 
room requisites.  The  quota  being  based  on  value  only  aggra- 
vates the  position,  as  prices  of  these  goods,  we  are  advised, 
have  advanced  approximately  35  per  cent,  in  the  past  twelve 
months.  The  quantity  of  these  essential  articles  which  the 
wholesale  houses  will  now  have  for  distribution  to  the  public, 
through  the  retail  chemist,  will  therefore  be  very  substantially 
less  than  half  that  of  a  year  ago. 

This  class  of  article  is  ordered  by  the  retailer  in  single 
units  or  perhaps  two  or  three  at  a  time.  In  villages  and 
small  towns  they  are  usually  ordered  against  requests  over 
the  counter,  in  cases  of  sudden  illness.  The  wholesaler  cannot 
possibly  pass  on  the  cut  in  supplies  to  his  retail  customers, 
the  quantities  sold  being  practically  indivisible.  It  seems 
that  wholesalers  will  have  to  sell  up  to  the  limit  of  their 
quota  and  then  cease  supplying  until  the  next  quota  period 
comes  round.  Meanwhile,  retailers  will  have  lost  business, 
and  those  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  sudden  cases  of 
illness  will  be  wdthout  the  necessary  surgical  earthenware. 

It  is  one  more  instance  of  the  "Classes  of  Goods"  under 
the  Limitation  of  Supplies  Order  being  altogether  too  wide 
and  general.  The  basis  of  this  Order  was  to  restrict  the  sale 
of  unessential  goods.  Ordinary  decorative  and  domestic 
pottery  may  well  be  considered  such,  but  certainly  not  sick- 
room requisites,  such  as  bed-pans  and  urinals.  They  are  two 
quite  separate  trades,  so  far  as  wholesale  distribution  is 
concerned.  Wholesale  druggists  have  probably  suffered  as 
much  as  any  other  class  of  wholesalers  from  the  effects  of  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  Orders ;  they  have  loyally  abided  by 
the  requirements  and  have  raised  no  protest.  When,  however, 
the  position  is  such  that  it  affects  the  welfare  and  comfort 
of  the  infirm  and  the  sick  they  are  justified  in  appealing  for 
the  matter  to  be  reconsidered  with  a  view  to  the  blunder  on 
the  part  of  the  authorities  being  rectified. 
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Treatment  of  Bums  :  The  Present  Position 

The  problem  of  the  treatment  of  burns,  especially  in  war-time, 
when  they  are  complicated  by  other  injuries,  is  not  a  simple 
one.  Until  recently  we  were  taught  that,  provided  shock  was 
combated  and  the  burned  area  was  not  too  extensive,  all  was 
well  if  the  parts  were  sprayed  or  painted  with  a  solution  of 
tannic  acid.  In  fact,  after  the  tannic  acid  treatment  was 
introduced  by  Davidson  in  1925,  it  was  looked  upon  as  a 
panacea  for  all  types  of  burns  until  a  short  time  ago.  Recent 
experience  in  the  war  has  taught  us  that  the  treatment  of 
burns  does  not  consist  of  just  tanning  an  area  of  burned  skin. 
Shock,  both  primary  and  secondary,  must  be  treated  first, 
the  former  by  morphine,  warmth  and  hot  fluids,  the  latter 
by  intravenous  plasma  and  the  tanning  of  the  burnt  surfaces. 
The  most  important  factor  in  the  causation  of  secondary 
shock  is  the  loss  of  plasma  from  the  burnt  surface  into  the 
tissue  spaces.  This  is  minimised  by  plasma  transfusions  and 
tanning.  It  must  be  remembered  that  deformities  frequently 
occur  as  a  result  of  the  injudicious  tanning  of  burns.  The 
latter  may  cause  contractions  and  even  necrosis  by  restricting 
the  blood  supply.  Instances  have  been  recorded  of  burns 
having  encased  in  an  unyielding  coagulum  the  digits  of  the 
hands  and  feet  treated  with  tannic  acid,  thereby  causing 
oedema  and  stopping  the  circulation.  The  result  was  necrosis 
in  the  terminal  joints  and  limitation  of  movement  in  the 
others.  A  useless  claw  may  replace  what  should  have  been  a 
functioning  hand.  For  similar  reasons  tannic  acid  should  not 
be  used  for  tanning  the  face  and  eyelids.  Contracting  coagu- 
lum may  prevent  opening  of  the  eyelids,  and  a  damaged  eye 
may  be  out  of  reach  of  treatment.  Later  contraction  of  the 
lids  may  leave  the  cornea  exposed  to  injury  and  infection,  and 
loss  of  sight  may  eventually  result.  Another  objection  to  the 
tannic  acid  coagulum  is  that  sepsis  may  occur  underneath  it ; 
in  such  cases  the  old  coagulum  must  be  removed  and 
re-tanning  undertaken. 

Rear  Admiral  Wakeley  claims  that  in  the  Navy  and  the 
R.A.F.  a  jelly  containing  gentian  violet,  i  per  cent.,  and  Merthi- 
olate,  1/5,000,  has  given  results  superior  to  those  of  tannic  acid. 
It  produces  a  light  flexible  tan  unlike  that  produced  by  tannic 
acid,  is  antiseptic,  and  results  in  less  pain  than  with  tannic 
acid  treatment.  Equally  good  results  are  obtainable  with 
triple  dye  (gentian  violet,  brilliant  green  and  iiavine,  0-25  per 
cent,  of  each),  which  also  tans  lightly  and  at  the  same  time  is 
strongly  antiseptic,  or  a  2  per  cent,  aqueous  solution  of 
gentian  violet.  A  combination  of  10  per  cent,  silver  nitrate 
and  I  per  cent,  crystal  violet  is  also  being  used.  Tan- 
ning with  any  preparation  is  inadvisable  in  cases  of  third 
or  greater  degree  burns,  as  the  tan  may  delay  healing  and 
increase  scar  tissue  and  deformity.  In  such  cases  saline  packs 
and  baths  followed  by  the  application  of  protective  tulle  have 
been  recommended.  Protective  tulle  is  prepared  by  impreg- 
nating curtain  net  of  2-mm.  mesh  with  soft  paraffin  (96), 
balsam  of  Peru  (2)  and  halibut  oil  (2  gm.)  Lieut. -Commander 
Bunyan  has  devised  another  form  of  treatment  known  as  the 
"envelope"  method.  It  consists  of  intermittent  irrigation  of 
the  part  with  saline  and  a  2-5  per  cent,  hypochlorite  solution. 
Specially-coated  silk  envelopes  are  used  to  isolate  the  burned 
area.  These  new  treatments  are  still  on  trial. 

Equivalents  in  Dispensing 

For  some  time  past  medical  practitioners  have  been 
encouraged  to  prescribe  British-made  medicinal  substances 
in  place  of  foreign  proprietary  products  that  are  no  longer 
available.  Some  doctors  were,  no  doubt,  somewhat  reluctant 
to  part  company  with  products  which,  in  the  light  of  their  own 
clinical  experience,  they  had  found  satisfactory,  and  were 
perhaps  inclined  to  view  the  equivalent  preparations  with 
some  degree  of  misgiving.  It  would  now  be  difficult,  however, 
to  find  any  practitioner  who  doubts  the  ability  of  the  British 
fine  chemical  industry  to  produce  pharmaceutical  products 
in  every  way  equal  to  those  formerly  imported  from  abroad. 
A  further  step  in  the  direction  of  substituting  drugs  in  good 
supply  for  those  now  scarce  or  unobtainable  as  a  result  of  the 
war  was  announced  in  our  last  week's  issue  (C.  S'  D.,  March  i, 
p.  131).  Under  a  new  Defence  Regulation  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  two  Secretaries  of  State  (acting  respectively  for 
Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland)  will,  after  consultation  with 
the  Medical  Research  Council,  be  empowered  to  make  Orders 
dealing  with  the  replacement  of  scarce  drugs  by  alternatives 
having  substantially  the  same  therapeutic  action.  As  forecast 
in  the  C.  &■  D.,  February  8,  p.  8i,  no  ban,  either  on  the  use, 
sale  or  importation  of  drugs,  is  at  present  contemplated.  The 


Orders,  when  issued,  will  relieve  the  chemist  of  the  responsi- 
bility for  supplying  drugs  which,  although  in  short  supply, 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  doctor,  and  will  enable  him  to 
substitute  for  the  scarce  drugs  appropriate  alternatives  which 
will  be  named  in  the  Orders.  It  should  be  emphasised  that 
the  Orders  will  not  place  the  chemist  under  any  compulsion 
to  make  the  substitutions  suggested  and  there  appears  to  be 
no  reason  why  he  should  not  supply  the  original  drug  in  any 
instance  where  he  has  abundant  supplies  in  stock.  Further, 
there  appears  to  be  no  necessity  for  the  chemist  to  com- 
municate to  the  practitioner  the  fact  that  such  substitution 
has  taken  place,  although  he  wiU  presumably  have  to  satisfy 
himself  that  no  incompatibility  has  been  incurred.  Again,  if 
the  Orders  specify  more  than  one  alternative  for  each  drug  in 
short  supply,  considerable  difficulty  may  be  encountered  in 
achieving  uniformity  in  medicines  dispensed  at  different 
pharmacies,  and  chemists  may  be  faced  with  the  problem  of 
ascertaining  what  has  been  used  before.  In  this  connexion 
some  distinguishing  mark  placed  on  the  prescription  by  the 
first  dispenser  would  no  doubt  solve  the  problem.  Another 
point  which  may  arise  will  be  the  necessity,  in  certain  cases, 
of  explaining  to  customers,  whose  prescriptions  have  been 
dispensed  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  Orders,  the  reasons 
for  sudden  changes  in  the  appearance  or  taste  of  their  medi- 
cines due  to  the  use  of  substitute  drugs.  Chemists  should 
experience  little  difficulty,  however,  in  satisfying  the  customer 
that  such  alterations  are  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  in 
no  way  detract  from  the  therapeutic  effect  of  the  medicine. 
It  is  provided  that  the  Orders  will  not  apply  if  the  doctor 
expressly  writes  against  the  name  of  the  scarce  substance  in 
the  prescription  the  letters  "N.A.",  or  words  indicating  that 
no  other  substance  is  to  be  used  or  supplied  in  lieu  of  the 
scarce  substance.  The  success  of  this  arrangement  will 
depend  to  a  large  extent  on  the  restricted  use  of  the  abbrevia- 
tion "N.A."  by  practitioners,  as  otherwise  drugs  already  in 
short  supply  may  become  practically  unobtainable  and 
patients  may  experience  considerable  difficulty  in  finding  a 
chemist  who  has  the  necessary  drug  in  stock.  An  Order  has 
already  been  made  under  the  Defence  Regulation  authorising 
the  replacement  of  certain  potassium  salts  by  equal  quantities 
of  the  corresponding  sodium  salts. 

Enigma  Variations  in  Apprenticeship 

There  is  a  marked  contrast  in  the  apprenticeship  problems 
confronting  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Great  Britain 
and  of  Ireland.  In  Britain  there  is  a  dearth  of  entrants  into 
the  profession,  in  Eire  a  surplus — so  great  that  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  has  recently  suggested  there  should  be  only 
one  apprentice  to  each  proprietor  and  qualified  assistant  in 
a  shop.  This  matter  was  the  subject  of  a  resolution  discussed 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  (C.  &■  D.  March  i,  p.  125),  and,  studied  in  conjunction 
with  the  letter  from  the  Minister  of  Justice,  makes  apparent 
some  of  the  difficulties  in  legislating  for  the  profession  of 
pharmacy.  In  this  country  the  complaint  is  not  infrequently 
heard  that  the  present  preliminary  education  required  is  too 
high  for  pharmacy,  yet  unless  that  demanded  by  pharma- 
ceutical societies  advances  in  conformity  with  educational 
standards  in  general  their  members  will  soon  cease  being 
regarded  as  on  a  higher  level  than  ordinary  shopkeepers.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  chemist's  claim  to  keep  open 
shop  for  the  sale  and  dispensing  of  poisons  is  based  solely  on 
his  education  and  training,  yet  the  fact  remains  that,  if  the 
entrance  examination  to  the  profession  is  too  high,  and  the 
financial  return  not  commensurate  with  the  effort  and  cost 
involved,  few  will  choose  pharmacy  as  a  career. 

The  primary  object  of  a  preliminary  examination  is  surely 
to  ascertain  if  the  individual  has  sufficient  general  education 
to  be  able,  following  adequate  specialised  training,  to  practise 
the  profession  he  wishes  to  adopt  in  accordance  with  accepted 
standards.  To  adjust  the  numbers  entering  a  profession  by 
enforcing  fluctuating  standards  in  a  period  of  years  would  seem 
an  unreasonable  use  of  the  privilege  of  assessing  the  abilities 
of  candidates  as  to  their  suitability  or  otherwise.  In  main- 
taining a  high  .standard  of  preliminary  education  the  govern- 
ing authority  should  theoretically  attain  the  best  recruits 
and  then  do  everything  possible  to  ensure  they  become  quali- 
fied. Many  students  are  able  to  pass  a  stiff  test  in  general 
education  but  they  may  be  quite  unsuited  to  pharmacy  and 
it  is  mo.st  desirable  to  discover  this  as  soon  as  possible,  not 
only  for  the  person  concerned  but  to  avoid  adding  to  the 
numbers  of  the  great  unqualified. 
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DISTRIBUTION  OF  BLEACH  CREAM 


The  following  is  the  text  of  a  letter  (No.  GEN  537/20)  sent 
out  recently  to  all  pharmacists  in  business  by  the  Ministry 
of  Home  Security  : — 

The  Minister  of  Home  Security,  after  consultation  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  whose  ready  collaboration  he  wishes  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging,  desires  to  ask  all  pro- 
prietors of  pharmacies  to  co-operate  in  a  scheme  for  making  bleach 
cream  available  for  members  of  the  public  in  the  event  of  the  use 
of  blister  gas  by  the  enemy.  Gas  has  not  yet  been  used,  and  the 
scheme  is  therefore  precautionary  only.  It  has  been  decided  to  ask 
pharmacists  to  co-operate  because  they  possess  the  necessary 
technical  skill  for  making  the  cream,  and  their  pharmacies  are  weil 
spread  over  all  populous  areas.  It  should  be  mentioned  in  passing 
that  Anti-Gas  Ointment  No.  2  (chloramine-T)  is  now  available  for 
commercial  sale  at  controlled  prices  from  manufacturers  who  have 
received  special  permission  from  the  Ministry  for  the  purpose.* 
As  supplies  become  more  freely  available,  it  is  hoped  that  pharma- 
cists will  stock  this  ointment,  but  it  cannot  be  expected  that  more 
than  a  limited  proportion  of  the  public  will  ever  be  able  to  buy 
their  own  supplies.  The  scheme  for  bleach  cream  is  a  supplementary 
safeguard  and  for  the  public  at  large. 

The  scheme  itself  is  simple.  It  is  that  the  proprietor  of  each 
pharmacy,  having  been  provided  by  the  local  authority  with  two 
enamel  pails  (with  lids)  and  14  lb.  of  tropical  bleach,  should,  when 
gas  is  first  used,  mix  bleach  cream  in  the  two  pails  and,  if  blister 
gas  is  dropped  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  place  the  pails  of  cream 
on  the  pavement  outside  his  shop  with  a  poster  instructing  the 
public  how  to  apply  it.  This  poster  will  also  be  supplied  by  the 
authority.  No  payment  would  be  made  by  the  public  for  this 
service.  The  two  pails  and  the  posters  will  be  provided  by  the  local 
authority  at  an  early  date  to  those  pharmacists  who  are  ready  to 
co-operate.  The  bleach  (which  is  held  by  the  local  authorities  in 
sealed  i  cwt.  drums)  will  not  be  distributed  to  the  pharmacies  until 
the  Minister  authorises  the  distribution.  The  directions  for  making 
the  cream,  and  of  the  wording  of  the  poster,  are  given  below. 

It  has  been  agreed  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  pharma- 
cists should  be  asked  to  perform  this  service  without  payment,  as 
part  of  their  contribution  to  the  national  effort.  If,  as  the  Minister 
hopes,  you  are  prepared  to  assist  in  this  scheme,  the  action  for  you 
to  take  is  as  follows : — (i)  To  notify  your  willingness  to  do  so  to  the 
A.R.P.  Controller  for  your  area  on  the  form  enclosed ;  (ii)  on  receipt 
of  the  pails  and  posters  from  the  local  authority,  to  keep  them  in  a 
safe  place  for  use  when  needed ;  (iii)  on  receipt  of  the  bleach  from 
the  local  authority  to  act  on  any  instructions  given  by  the  authority, 
or  by  broadcast,  as  to  mixing  the  cream;  (iv)  when  the  cream  is 
jmixed  in  the  pails,  to  be  ready  to  put  them  outside  the  pharmacy, 


with  the  posters,  whenever  blister  gas  is  used  in  your  vicinity. 
Bleach  cream  should  last  about  six  weeks.  Before  the  end  of  that 
time  you  will  be  supplied,  if  necessary,  with  a  further  quantity  of 
bleach  for  mixing  a  new  batch  of  cream.  To  those  who  take  part  in 
the  scheme,  the  Minister  wishes  to  express  his  thanks  in  advance.

Composition. — The  bleach  cream  is  to  consist  of  a  mixture 
of  tropical  bleaching  powder  and  water  in  the  following 
proportions — 

Bleaching  powder  .  .        •  ■     3  parts  by  weight 

Water       .  .        .  .        . .        •  •    5  parts  by  weight 

6  lb.  of  bleach  and  10  lb.  of  water  suffice  for  a  2-gallon  pail ; 
there  is  room  for  vigorous  stirring  and  for  the  addition  of 
more  water  if  necessary. 

Preparation. — The  cream  should  be  mixed  in  an  earthen- 
ware or  enamelled  iron  pail.  (2-gallon  pails  with  lids  will  be 
supplied  for  the  purpose.)  A  stout  wooden  pole  should  be 
used  for  stirring  the  mixture.  In  order  to  obtain  a  satisfactory 
cream  it  is  important  that  the  following  procedure  should  be 
strictly  followed  : — Measure  the  requisite  quantity  of  cold 
water  into  the  mixing  vessel.  Add  the  bleaching  powder  to 
the  water  in  four  approximately  equal  portions,  at  one-hourly 
intervals.  Add  the  powder  slowly,  stirring  vigorously.  (The 
bleaching  powder  must  be  added  to  the  water  or  aqueous 
cream,  and  not  vice  versa.)  The  mixture  is  then  allowed  to 
stand  for  twenty-four  hours.  At  the  end  of  this  period  it 
may  be  found  that  the  mixture  has  set  to  a  semi-.solid  mass ; 
this  should  be  completely  broken  up  with  the  wooden  stirrer, 
and  the  mixture  thoroughly  stirred  until  a  cream  is  again 
formed.  The  latter  is  then  again  allowed  to  stand  for  twenty- 
four  hours.  In  general,  it  will  be  found  that  no  further  setting 
will  occur  during  the  latter  period,  though  the  bleach  will  to 
some  extent  settle  out.  After  remixing,  the  cream  is  ready 
for  use.  In  an  emergency,  the  cream  can  be  made  by  adding 
all  the  powder  to  the  water  at  once,  but  it  is  then  more  liable 
to  cake  and  will  require  stirring  from  time  to  time  after  it  has 
been  made. 


NEW  TYPES  OF  TOILET  PREPARATIONS 


[Abstract  of  a  paper  read  at  the  Evening  Meeting  in 
Edinburgh  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  February  19,  by 
Mr.  G.  R.  Milne,  Ph.C] 

Until  recently  vanishing  creams,  powder  creams,  skinfoods, 
etc.,  were  made  from  ba.sic  formulas  which  nearly  always 
included  an  alkali  soap  or  mixture  of  alkali  soaps  as  the 
emulsifying  agents.  The  preparations  are  alkaline  and  often 
irritating  to  the  skin.  Cosmetic  jellies,  usually  made  with 
one  or  other  of  the  commoner  vegetable  gums,  are  often 
unstable.  Modern  cosmetics  show  advances  in  the  emulsifying 
agents  used  and  are  easily  made  on  the  small  scale.  The 
exact  nature  of  many  of  the  newer  emulsifying  agents  is 
hidden  under  obscure  trade  names,  yet  they  are,  for  the  most 
part,  fairly  simple  substances  with  simple  methods  of  use. 

Cellulose  Ester  Preparations. — The  cellulose  ester  emulsi- 
fying agents  consist  chiefly  of  methyl  cellulose.  They  are  white 
or  greyish-white  fibrous  materials  which,  when  stirred  with 
water,  produce  viscous  solutions  that  may  usefully  take  the 
place  of  vegetable  mucilages.  They  are  stable,  do  not  ferment, 
ire  neutral,  and  may  be  used  to  prepare  emulsions  of  the 
3il-in-water  type.  Cosmetic  creams  prepared  with  the  aid  of 
the  esters  require  to  be  passed  through  a  mechanical  emulsifier 
3r  homogeniser.  The  esters  appear  on  the  market  either  as 
Tylose  or  P.M.B.  The  former  s  manufactured  in  various 
grades.  P.M.B.  is  aval

Triethanolamine  Preparations. — Triethanolamine  base 
has  the  formula  (C2H40H)3N  and  is  a  viscous  colourless  liquid 
soluble  in  water.  It  is  prepared  by  oxidation  and  interaction 
of  ethylene  with  ammonia,  and  contains  small  proportions  of 
the  mono-  and  di-compounds.  Theoretically  it  has  an 
equivalent  weight  of  149,  but  in  practice  the  figure  is  taken  as 
136  to  make  allowance  for  the  impurities.  In  toilet  prepara- 
tions triethanolamine  soaps,  chiefly  oleate  and  stearate,  are 
used,  prepared  by  interaction  of  the  base  with  the  fatty 
acids  (two  parts  of  stearic  acid).  Most  formulas  are  improved 
by  the  presence  of  a  slight  excess  of  fatty  acid ;  the  soaps  are 
neutral,  have  good  wetting  powers,  and  produce  oil-in-water 
emulsions.  Similar  compounds,  such  as  iso-propanolamine 
and  morpholine,  have  recently  been  introduced,  the  latter 
being  a  condensation  product  made  by  heating  triethano- 
lamine at  170°  C.  with  sulphuric  acid.  Creams  prepared  with 
triethanolamine  are  fluid  or  semi-solid  and  possess  the 
peculiar  property  of  becoming  thinner  in  cold  weather.  They 
may  be  thickened  by  the  addition  of  beeswax  or  lanolin.  A 
proportion  of  i  per  cent,  of  triethanolamine  is  sufficient  to 
emulsify  20  to  50  per  cent,  of  hydrocarbon  oil.  Triethano- 
lamine preparations  should  not  be  stirred  too  briskly  during 
manufacture,  as  they  tend  to  produce  persistent  froths.  The 
following  are  useful  formulas  : —

Mix  the  melted  oils  and  waxes  with  the  triethanolamine  dissolved 
in  the  water  containing  the  other  water-soluble  ingredients  and 
heat  to  about  60°  C.  Stir  till  cold.  Add  the  desired  perfume. 
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Glyceryl  Monostearate  Preparations. — Wax-like  sub- 
stances believed  to  be  of  this  type  are  now  manufactured  in 
this  country  under  patents,  and  are  marketed  under  the  name 
Abracol.  For  example,  Abracol  G.M.S.  is  probably  glyceryl 
monostearate  with  a  trace  of  soap,  Abracol  P.G.S.  mainly 
propylene-glycol  monostearate  and  Abracol  G.S.P.  the  glyceryl 
ester  with  an  added  quantity  of  Sapamine  salt.  The  substances 
are  capable  of  emulsifying  considerable  amounts  of  oils 
producing  oil-in-water  emulsions  stable  to  acids.  The  Abracols 
may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  triethanolamine  soaps. 
Abracol  L.T.R.,  like  triethanolamine,  is  basic  and  requires  to 
be  combined  with  fatty  acids  before  use.  Abracol  creams  are 
simple  and  easy  to  make,  yielding  smooth,  neutral  creams. 
About  lo  per  cent,  of  Abracol  in  the  finished  preparation  is 
usually  sufficient.  A  series  of  Abracols  known  as  V.C.H., 
V.P.X.,  V.'P.Y.  and  V.P.Z.  yield  creams  of  the  w/o  type.

The  Higher  Fatty  Alcohols. — These  substances  are  really 
auxiliary  emulsifying  agents,  and  their  presence  in  cosmetic 
creams  and  milks  confers  stability  on  the  preparations.  The 
fatty  alcohols  are  usually  prepared  by  the  catalytic  hydro- 
genation  of  fats  or  fatty  acids.  The  commoner  types  are 
lauryl,  cetyl  and  stearyl  alcohols,  these  being  saturated,  while 
oleyl  alcohol  may  be  taken  as  an  example  of  an  unsaturated 
alcohol.  Of  the  higher  alcohols,  lauryl,  cetyl  and  stearyl  are 
the  most  commonly  used ;  they  are  waxy  substances  rather 
like  spermaceti  in  character.  Creams  containing  them  are 
smooth  and  of  good  texture.  They  are  polar,  containing  a 
water-loving  or  hydrophilic  portion  as  well  as  a  water-hating 
or  hydrophobic  portion.  When  natural  oils  or  commercial 
stearic  acid  are  reduced,  a  mixture  of  the  alcohols  of  the 

and  types  is  obtained ;  this  has  been  called  stearyl 
alcohol  or  Lanette  wax.  Stearyl  alcohol  has  recently  been 
manufactured  in  a  pure  state.

The  Sulphonated  Fatty  Alcohols. — The  term  "sulpho- 
nated  "  is  a  misnomer,  the  compounds  being  the  sulphuric-acid 
esters  of  the  fatty  alcohols ;  they  •  should  be  termed 
"sulphated."  The  general  formula  may  be  written 
R.CH2.O.SO2.OH.  Salts  of  these  esters  give  oil-in-water 
emulsions  that  are  neutral  and,  unlike  those  produced  by 
soaps,  stable  within  reasonable  limits  of  acidity  or  alkalinity. 
Two  esters  are  of  particular  interest.  Sulphonated  lauryl 
alcohol  ("Sulphonated  Lorol")  is  available  as  a  paste  or  as 
a  white  powder  soluble  in  water.  It  is  extensively  used  in 
the  so-called  "soapless"  shampoos,  usually  in  the  strength 
of  about  5  gm.  to  a  half-pint  of  shampoo.  The  triethanolamine 
salt  of  sulphonated  Lorol  is  used  in  liquid  soapless  shampoos. 
Lanette  wax  S.X.  was  formerly  a  partially  sulphated  cetyl- 
stearyl  alcohol,  but  a  partially  phosphated  preparation  is 
considered  superior,  and  such  is  now  its  composition.  Prepara- 
tion of  creams  with  Lanette  wax  S.X.  is  simple.  The  wax  and 
all  other  oily  ingredients  are  heated  to  60°  €.-70°  C.  The 
water  and  water-soluble  ingredients  are  mixed,  heated  to  the 
same  temperature,  added  with  stirring  to  the  oils,  and  stirred 
till  cold.

A  VERY  fair  volume  of  business  continues  to  be  transacted  in  most 
maricets,  and  prices  are  fully  steady  to  firm.

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Pharmacy's  Long  Range  Policy 

■  Sir, — In  your  editorial  in  the  C.  &■  D.,  February  22,  p.  113, 
you  give  som'e  prominence  to  my  resolution  "  That  the  Council 
consider  its  policy  and  particularly  its  long  range  policy  "  which 
was  passed  by  the  Council  at  its  December  meeting  and  later 
deferred  by  the  Organisation  Committee  until  such  time  as 
the  Committee  of  Inquiry  had  issued  its  final  report — and 
by  inference  invite  me  to  amplify  my  ideas.

Briefly,  this  is  that  a  stated  policy  would  be  of  assistance  in 
tackling  the  very  many  problems  which  crop  up  and  par- 
ticularly at  the  present  time  when  evolution  is  so  rapid  that 
it  amounts  to  revolution.  As  a  first  step  towards  attaining 
this  I  suggested  that  local  branches  be  invited  to  discuss  "As 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  what  are  our  ideals  ?  " 
From  such  mass  concentration  of  thought  much  guidance 
would  be  given.  I,  like  other  pharmacists,  am  eagerly  awaiting 
the  Final  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  that  we  might 
be  better  able  to  meet  the  future  and  particularly  the  difficult 
post-war  period.

Sir, — Why  should  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  think  and 
act  as  if  its  members  were  non-combatants.  Surely  we  have 
no  right  to  be  classed  as  "compulsory  conscientious  objectors." 
This  attitude  is  much  resented  by  those  members  who  fought 
in  the  last,  war  and  in  this  as  combatants.  I  know  a  young 
sergeant  of  an  infantry  regiment  who  was  very  disappointed 
when  sent  ignominiously  home  from  abroad  as  a  student  of 
the  Society.  A  young  lieutenant  of  my  acquaintance  would 
have  suffered  a  similar  fate  had  not  his  CO.  treated  the 
request  as  it  deserved.  When  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  can 
offer  a  decent  rank  and  calling  in  the  Services  to  ambitious 
young  men — similar  to  the  Medical  Profession — then  it  will 
be  time  enough  to  seek  to  make  "poultice  wallahs"  of  its 
members.  The  civilian  pharmacist  is  in  like  straits.  He  is 
discouraged  from  joining  the  Home  Guard,  the  Fire  Services 
or  the  A.R.P.,  and  up  to  date  all  that  can  be  found  for  him 
officially  is  a  couple  of  white-wash  buckets  outside  his  phar- 
macy. Are  we  to  see  these  buckets  adorning  the  door  of  every 
doctor's  surgery  ?  I  think  not. — Yours  faithfully. 

Combatant  Pharmacist  (28/2), 

Local  Press  Publicity  for  Retail  Pharmacy 

Sir, — I  am  pleased  to  see  that  interest  is  being  taken  in  the 
subject  of  publicity  for  retail  pharmacists.  I  notice  a  multiple 
firm  stresses  the  fact  that  there  are  "2,000  qualified  chemists 

supervising  the  dispensing  in  's  1,200  branches."  Against 

this,  the  large  body  of  private  pharmacists  can  claim,  pre- 
sumably, about  18,000  qualified  chemists  in  10,000  registered 
pharmacies.  Local  press  advertisements  could,  to  advantage, 
mention  these  figures,  thus  bringing  home  to  the  public  and 
the  Government  the  sum  total  of  the  service  rendered  in  the 
great  number  of  private  pharmacies  conveniently  situated  in 
all  districts  of  any  reasonable  size.  At  the  same  time,  this 
"  connecting-up  "  of  all  private  pharmacies  would  stress  the 
co-operation  between  these  establishments — a  state  of  affairs 
that  should  be  the  desire  of  us  all — in  place  of  the  previous 
undue  competition  between  private  pharmacists  themselves 
over  such  matters  as  prices,  hours  of  closing,  etc.  We  have  to 
show  the  public,  and  the  powers  that  be,  that  we  realise 
our  rightful  place  in  the  health  services  of  the  nation.  To  do 
this  we  must  use  advertising  space  in  every  possible  local  paper 


— the  cost  being  shared  between  all  the  proprietor-pharmacists 
in  each  district  or  town  possessing  its  own  Press.  The  idea 
that  the  present  is  inopportune  is  entirely  erroneous.  Now, 
when  almost  everyone  reads  his  or  her  newspaper  thoroughly, 
is  the  ideal  time  to  commence  a  campaign.  Nor  must  we 
forget  that,  while  winning  the  war  is  the  chief  concern  of  all, 
there  is  a  future  to  be  considered,  and  unless  retail  pharmacy 
consolidates  its  position  while  it  has  the  opportunity,  pharma- 
cists' place  in  the  health  services  of  the  future,  whatever  form 
those  services  may  take,  will  be  decided  upon  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  British  Medical  Association  without  reference 
to  organised  pharmacy.  This  cannot  happen  provided  we 
work  together  for  the  good  of  retail  pharmacy  as  a  whole. 
Let  no  one  mistakenly  think  he  can  secure  his  position  alone. 
If  retail  pharmacy  as  a  profession  or  business  goes  into  a 
decline  owing  to  the  apathy  or  opposition  of  private  pharma- 
cists to  collective  action,  then  all  will  go  under  together.  But 
if  each  of  us  now  subscribes  cash  and  ideas  towards  local 
Press  campaigns,  these,  together  with  increased  activity  and 
vigilance  on  the  part  of  our  elected  leaders,  and  with  propa- 
ganda wherever  possible  by  the  Society's  public-relations 
officer  (Oh,  that  we  could  see  more  evidence  of  his  existence 
in  j3ur  daily  papers  !)  will  go  a  long  way  towards  securing  our 
rightful  status,  making  our  position  compare  more  favourably 
with  that  of  the  medical,  dental  and  optical  professions. 
I  should  like  advertisements  in  local  papers  to  stress  that 
the  chemist  is  "the  person  specially  trained  in  compounding 
medicines  and  medicinal  preparations  of  all  kindsj' — this  in 
order  to  dispel  the  idea  in  the  public  mind  that  he  is  just  a 
retailer  of  manufacturers'  goods.  The  present  conditions  offer 
a  splendid  opportunity  to  cultivate  "own  manufactures," 
but  collective  publicity  is  required  to  inspire  the  confidence  of 
the  public  in  the  pharmacist's  capabilities.  Here  too,  the 
Society's  public-relations  officer  could  perform  some  useful 
work.  May  I  therefore  urge  all  readers,  first  to  see  that  their 
local  branch  officers  consider  launching  a  publicity  scheme 
without  delay ;  and  secondly,  to  make  it  their  business  to 
"rope  in"  all  proprietor-pharmacist  friends  to  the  branch 
meetings.

Cleaning  Solutions  and  Pm'chase  Tax. — R.  &-  Co.  (24/2).— 
The  cleaning  solutions  used  for  removing  grease  spots,  etc., 
sold  for  domestic  use,  which  consist  of  organic  solvents  such  as 
carbon  tetrachloride,  etc.,  are  not  chargeable  with  purchase  tax. 

Silver  Hair  Dye. —  H.  P.  (24/2). — An  example  of  the 
one-solution  progressive  hair  dyes  containing  silver  is  as 
follows : — 

Nickel  sulphate         . .    •  •  i 

Silver  nitrate   . .        .  .        . .        . .        . .  15 

Strong  solution  of  ammonia  . .         a  sufficiency 
Distilled  water 

Use  just  sufficient  solution  of  ammonia  to  redissolve  the 
precipitate  which  first  forms.  Dyes  of  this  kind  need  to  be 
used  over  fairly  long  periods  for  results  and  are  not  considered 
quite  as  satisfactory  as  the  two-solution  preparations. 

Cod  Liver  Oil  Application  for  Colds.— i.  Y.  &-  Co.  (25/2). 
— One  method  recommended  for  the  local  application  of 
cod  liver  oil  which  is  reported  to  have  been  used  with 
encouraging  success  for  preventing,  aborting  and  relieving  the 
common  cold  ("  British  Medical  Journal,"  February  15,  p.  262) 
is  as  follows ;  For  prophylaxis,  instil  half  the  contents  of  a 
medicine  dropper  (about  2  c.c.)  of  medicinal  cod  liver  oil 
gently  into  the  anterior  nares  while  the  head  is  held  back, 
and  allow  the  oil  to  trickle  to  the  back  of  the  throat.  This 
procedure  should  be  carried  out^nce  in  forty-eight  hours,  as 
the  oil  film  appears  to  persist  for  that  length  of  time.  For  a 
threatened  coryza,  where  there  are  post-nasal  soreness, 
tickling  and  sneezing,  a  similar  instillation  twice  a  day  will 
very  often  abort  it.  In  the  fully  developed  stage  with  much 
secretion  and  nasal  blocking  an  instillation  every  four  or  six 
hours  (with  a  light  pledget  of  cotton-wool  in  the  nostrils  for 
a  few  minutes  to  absorb  the  increased  secretion)  relieves  the 
symptoms  and  frequently  shortens  the  progress  of  the  attack.
